Do We Need a Man on the Moon? 


Should the United Stttei spend be- 


tween $20 and $40 billion to put a man 
on the moon? 


This question has been studied by ill 


departments of the 
federal 
government 


likely to be involved, since the take- 
over by the Kennedy administration. Ap- 
parently the administration has decided 
that there is nothing else to do but go 
ahead with the project. It now is being 
discussed 
outside 
t h e administration 


vhere the final determination must be 
made if the program is to be supported 
by the people. 


Many people are pointing to the many 


things that $20 to $40 billion could provide 
in the Uriited States in the construction 
of schools, by pressing forward with re- 
search programs, by eliminating slums 
and by the development of the peaceful 
uses of nuclear energy. 


Arnold Joseph Toynbee, a British-born 


professor of history, whose opinions are 
widely respected, 
recently declared any 


such expenditure to put a man on the 
ruoon to be foolhardy. He joins with those 
who think that S40 billion spent in the ad- 
vancement of peaceful enterprises would 
be much more useful. 


An answer to this argument has been 


offered by James E. Webb in a copy- 
righted interview in the U. S. News & 
World Report. Webb was President Tru- 
man's budget director from 1946 to 1949 
and 
later 
became undersecretary 
of 


state. He has been named by President 
Kennedy to direct the U. S. space pro- 
gram from his present post as adminis- 
trator of the National Aeronautics and 
Space Administration. 


Webb has given the administration's 


answer-to those who would like to spend 
this money for other purposes. He was 
asked "Suppose the U.S." used half of 
your budget for eliminating slums and 
rebuilding cities — wouldn't that mean 
more in terms of fullness of life and eco- 
nomic well-being of our people than de- 
veloping space?" 


•Webb's answer was: "This is a very 


hard question to answer. But, on the oth- 
er hand. I would like to say this: If you 
fall behind in this technical race and, let 
us say, the Russians find out how to op- 
erate in space with men, and we don't, 


you cannot be sure that thit may not 
really eliminate the pogiibility of •limi- 
rating the slums. 


"We simply cannot afford to fall be- 


hind in a major forward area of tech- 
nology without running the risk of paying 
a severe penalty. And if you can do it— 
if you have the resources to do it — 
then it seems to me, the only sensible 
form of national insurance is to go for- 
ward with it. But, more specifically, 
much of the technology we are develop- 
ing will be,of great value solving the 
problems you mention." 


That of course is the answer and the 


final answer. It appears to be irrefutable. 
There simply is nothing for the United 
States to do but to keep driving ahead 
in the space program, step by step with 
Russia or ahead of them if possible. We 
simply cannot afford to risk waking up 
some day to "find a Russian sitting on 
the moon holding a space gun on us. 


However, the expenditure, even if it 


should turn out to be unnecessary for our 
preservation, can largely be justified on 
other grounds. Discussing this part of the 
matter, Mr. Webb said, "The setting of 
the task of going to the moon is really 
establishing a goal of developing a num- 
ber of technologies just as fast as you 
can possibly develop them, and the throw- 
off of those into a $500 or $600 billion 
economy is one of the very major values 
that will come from it." Later he said, 
"You simply cannot fall backwards from 
what you are capable of doing in science 
and technology without finding that you 
have realized less than your potential, 
and. frequently, someone has passed you 
by. We cannot afford this risk in space." 


That is the moon problem in a cap- 


sule. All that remains is to -get the fliers 
back from the moon if we get them 
there. That, says Mr. Webb, is a much 
simpler problem than leaving the earth 
in terms of energy because there will be 
only one-sixth of the earth's gravity to 
overcome. But even so it will not be sim- 
ple because there will be a great short- 
age of manpower. We will have possibly 
three men to count down and launch the 
rocket from the moon. It requires hun- 
dreds of men at present to launch a rock- 
et from Cape Canaveral. 


Helping the Aged Through Tax Relief 


There are many loud voices in Con- 


gress demanding that something be done 
to provide medical care for the aged. 
But there is little likelihood that those 
same voices will be raised in support of 
a bill by Congressman Durward Hall (R- 
Mo.) calling for important changes in the 
internal revenue code. Congressman Hall, 
who is one of seven doctors now serving 
in Congress, says his bill, together with 
the Kerr-Mills act would go a long way 
toward enabling elderly persons to pro- 
vide themselves with medical care. 


• The bill, which has been referred to 
the House Ways and Means Committee, 
contains, several 
interesting provisions. 


Under one of them a taxpayer would be 
permitted to deduct in full amounts paid 
for the medical care of any person who 
has attained the age of 65 irrespective of 
whether or not that person receives the 
majority of his support from the taxpay- 
er as is presently required. 


Furthermore, it would remove 
the 


present restriction for people over 65, 
which allows only amounts spent 
for 


medicine and- drugs in excess of one per 
cent of the gross income to be treated as 
medical expense. 


The bill also would permit the cost of 


prepaid medical care insurance which is 
to become effective after age 65 to be 
deductible in full. 


It would provide additional 
exemp- 


tions for catastrophic medical care ex- 
penditures, allowing an additional exemp- 


tion for the person over 65 who pays 
medical care expenses which amount to 
25 per cent or more of his gross income 
and two additional exemptions for the 
person over 65 who pays medical care 
expenses which amount to 50 per cent or 
more of his gross income. 


Finally, it would permit medical care 


deductions to be carried back as many 
as five years or, if necessary, carried 
forward for five years so that the tax- 
payer over 65 'could receive full tax bene- 
it for such expense. 


It is quite obviously a means of as- 


sisting a great many of the elderly citi- 
zens to meet their medical bills without 
further government aid. 


However such proposals usually are 


not favored by congressmen and particu- 
larly those who are most outspoken in 
their demand that something be done for 
the elderly people. The reason for the 
unpopularity of such bills is that under 
them Congress does not appear to be giv- 
ing the elderly anything. They are mere- 
ly letting them retain what is already 
theirs. The big political advantage comes, 
in the view of most congressmen, when 
they stand in the position of great bene- 
factors by first collecting the taxes from 
the elderly and the otherwise needy and 
then returning it to them with a great 
display of philanthropy. One of the prob- 
lems in providing any such care is to 
find some means whereby the congress- 
men can be assured that they may win 
some votes through it 


Governmenf and the Individual 


Opponents of government aid frequent- 


ly have bolstered their opposition with a 
claim that aid from the 
government 


brings government intervention and in- 
terference with local affairs. 


An example of just how far such in- 


terference may go is provided by Mont- 
gomery County, Maryland, where 
the 


people are interested in getting federal 
aid for urban renewal. To get this mon- 
ey it is necessary for the county to adopt 
an ordinance with certain restrictive pro- 
visions, m o s t of which are directed 
against potential slum areas. 


The ordinance would set up minimum 


standards for bathrooms, kitchens, bed- 
rooms and other living quarters. The 
standards 
already 
are 
met by most 


American households but the government 
wants everything tied down tight. For ex- 
ample the standards require hot and cold 
water, toilets, lavatory, bath or 
show- 


er. Most of those provisions would be ac- 
ceptable without much question but to 


meet government requirements the ordi- 
nance must require screens on virtually 
all outdoor windows and doors. Most peo- 
ple have screens, too, but the ordinance 
will insist that the screens be installed 
"during that portion of the year when 
the county health officer deems it neces- 
sary for protection against mosquitoes, 
flies and other insects." 


Most people would not object to any 


of the requirements relating to screens 
but what they do object to is the insuf- 
ferable paternalistic attitude of the fed- 
eral 
government. 
Of course 
screens 


should be provided for the doors and win- 
dows of a modern house and certainly 
they should be installed as protection 
against flies and mosquitoes at the prop- 
er season of the year. But who but a 
mint-headed bureaucrat would think it 
necessary to write that provision into the 
law and to thus provide a way to harass 
householders who may have momentarily 
neglected to obey the federal edict
